The mooting is important, owing to 
stagnation in th« COM trad* and poaaible 
action thereon. 

The trouble in the coke regions ia 
to be considered. A proposition for a 
general strikv in the United States is to 
be exhaustively diHcussed. Imleiiendent 
labor politics is also on the list fur (iis- 
eoasion. The convention will run 
through this week. 

President Jotin McBride presides. 

The credentiidls comtnittee rep»,rted 
186 delegates present, representing Jiit 
local organiziitious and untitled to eaxt 
400 Totes. (Jther delegatee are yet to 
arrive. 

In hifl annual address President Mc- 
Bride said that the time had arrived to 
demand increased wages all along the 
line. At this the hall rang with ap- 
plause. "Many oiKjrators are ready to 
grant it," he continued, "but ohl mt th- 
ods will not do. \V e must act ita a unit. 
None must go to work until all gat the 
wuge.s the scale gives tliom."

Jn hia lulunjas Mi Bride ex< oriated 
t+eneral S(!cretary .John W. Hayes, who. 
he said, was guilty of dishoiK-sty, fais - 
hood and dnplic.ty in dealing with the 
Uuited Minn Workers, ile had claimed 
there vioro:i2,00o li.niglit8 of Labor mem- 
bers, when there never were more than 
7,000, and now there are only ;),41.^. 

One incident occurred which showe 
that a national Bus;)e-is;on of work will 
be ordered, .fn^t before the convention 
Bdjout ned for the day a doh>:ate secuiv d 
the tloor and suggested tliat all who ha* 
couie instructed to favor such a move 
ment be requested to hold up their ngh 
kande. The words were no more tiian 
•|X>ken until every band in the house 
went up. The demonstration that tol 
lowed waa very signihcant, and thu 
question ot suspension seems to be virtu 
ally settled. 

Niuueroua reeolntiona were intro- 
duced and rtftnad to tha ptofm-. 'Oom' 
mittees. 

Secretary Pat McBride oflaiad a reso- 
lution fixing the date for suspension of 
work on April 2^!; other res lutions sug- 
gested May 1, May H and May 15. Other 
reeolutions were inti'oduoed relating to 
the following subjects: RecommwMing 
the adoption of the Fedeiation of Labor 
platform to remove the national head< 
aoartera from Colmnbns to Chicago, en- 
oorting the eight-hour movement, that 
tha national oonvention hereafter be held 
tm Jannaiy. favoiiug the demonetization 
of geld and another resolution favor in 
the remonetization ' of silver and others 
of local importanoa. 

No action was taken on any of the 
resolutions introduced except to refer 
them to proper committoes. Alter being 
duly considered by the commitlees the 
resolntioaa will be reported back to thv 
convention in such form as may be 
deemed proper. The convention will 
then discuss the resolations btfore aaj 
action is taken. 

The expression of the oonvention yes 
terday afternoon was impromptu and is 
only important as showing thedriitof 
sentiment among the delegates. When 
it is stated the delegates have come with 
inatmotions to vote for a national sus- 
INBudon it means that a majority of the 
miners which they represent favor a 
■teika. Nearly all the aelegates seem to 
have come with such instrnutions.

OONDITI ON OP WHIAT. 
Aa Sxeelleat Proapect From R«p«rts Made 

to Wulilngton. 

Washington, April 11.— The condi- 
tion of winter wheat on April 1, as re- 
ported by the statistidan of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, arerages 86.7 per 
cent for the entire country, last year the 
average being 77.4. InlbSitwas 81.3 
and (W.9 for the year of 1891. Thacor- 
raspondlaf cveraga for ry* is 94.4 per 
cent. 

Tha aTwrages of wheat for the principal 
statea are as follows: Kentucky, 88; 
iMo, 90; Michigan, (W; Indiana, 90; Illi- 
B0is.8T; Missouri, 88; Kansas, 72; Ne- 
braska, 85; Iowa, 87. Tha average date 
of seeding in the Ohio and Mississippi 
valleys was late owing to <by weather. 
In general, howeTor, the oondltions of 
soil were not unfavorable to planting 
and germination. Very Uttla damage 
reporedfrom tha Hoasiaafly and that 
only in sections of Ohio, Michigan, Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Kansas. 

The weather from seeding time until 
recent cold waves swept over the coun- 
try, except in cases hereafter not«d, 
has been verr favorable to the growth of 
the Diant. In the eastern, northern and 
nortnwef^torn statM, snow coverinx has 
afforded protection in addition to that of 
a mild tonperature. The returns in re- 
gard to the affects upon wheat resulting 
from tha reoant ocud spall are not so 
satisfactory nor so conclusive as de- 
sirable. 

The injury to the crop is considerable 
if not great, but the comments of the 
conenpondents accompanying thu report 
would seam to indicate that the full e.x- 
tent of tha damage was not fully de- 
terminable at date of tranamission. In 
the eastern and northern states tha dam- 
age was comparatively slight. In thu 
south Atlantic and southern states the 
injury is marked and decided, with per- 
haps the exception of Texas. While in 
the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan 
and Kentucky the injury from frosting 
is conpiderable; the extent of some is 
contingent upon future meteorological 
conditions. 

The returns indicate that freezing to 
the ground was quite prevalent, especial- 
ly on low and rich moist lands, but with 
roots left uutouchetl or at least alive 
with good prospects of recuperation on 
tlie recurrence of favorable weath. r. 
In the states of Kansas, Nel)ras!:a and 
California, tha impaired condition ot 
the crops has not resulted so much 
from the frost as from cold dry weatlitr. 

High ¥rind8 are also noted I y our .van 
sas correspondents as one of th« can~' s 
of unfavoralile coml tinns. Umh is imi( !i 
needed in tliose us well as other iiuj oi t- 
ant wheat producing states. The condi- 
tion of farm animals, together with the 
estimated losses, will be as usual in the 
forthoomin g 4ptt Iwmilli. .

The rescuing party, worKing like b .av- 
ers, succeeded in getting J ulia Clifton 
and the two Bureck children out of the 
wreck. Tiiey were all severely injuri.d 
and thoroughly dienched with water 
thrown by tho firemen. They were taken 
to Bt. Cauiarine's hospital.

Tho lockout 
the building trades ia declared and it 
will go into effect Thursday morning at 
7 o'clock. All btiilding tradee engage< 
at work on btiildings being conatmote^ 
by members of the Centt al Btdlding 
league, will be turned away from their 
Work and will not be re-engaged untt I 
tli' y give in to the tertha off the em- 
ployers. This decision was reached at a 
maasmeeting of the Central Building 
league, other contractors and building 
firms, to the number of ttOO, held yester- 
day afternoon by tha adoption of the 
following rem^nnon: 

KKSUI.VED, That it is the seme of this 
meeting, as the plumbers and some others 
have gutie out on a strike, that a lockout 
by the employers is necessary until such 
tima as tha strikiug unions will agree to 
an arbitra* inn of the dltfereuce.s existing 
between and tln^ir I'ln ploycrs. 

Tiiis resolution w;us ado .twl unani 
mously. The lockout will atfoi^t all 
branches of the building trade and will 
affect eo,000 men. 

Oarpentera Trjrtng to Piovont It. 

Cricaoo, April 11.— The carpenters 
coiuoll, representing 7,000 men, have d< 
oided to bring proceedings against Uie 
builders under the conspiracy act. The 
prooeedings will be began at once and 
the carpenters hope to prevent the great 
lockout of 60,000 men in the boilding 
trades ordered for "Thuraday.

The Wolcott restdution for the coin- 
age of Mexicin dollars at United St ites 
mints was laid before the senate^, and 
Mr. (iallinger read a cuininuuicatiou 
favoring the resolution. Ht; said that 
while he cast a reluctant vote f. ,r th»* 
repeal of the Shennan law, be thought 
the time Wiw approaching when some 
action would have to be taken by con- 
gress to give tiie country a larger 
volume of currency, and when that 
time came he might have some remarks 
to make on the anbject, which would 
probably be contrary to the views of 
the people of his state. 

The reeolution was briefly dei atel. 
when Senator McPherson withdrew the 
amundment offered by him to insert thu 
words '*for export," as he thought the 
Sherman amendment covered the points 
of his proposed amendment. The reso- 
lution as amended waa then agreed to, 
and ia as follows: 

Resolvko, That the president of the 
United States, with a view to encourage 
and extend our commercial relations with 
China and other Asiatic countries, be re- 
quested If not incompatible with the public 
intert'Sts to euter into negotiatious with the 
republic of Mexico, looking to the coinage 
by the United States at the mints of st.and- 
ard Mejcicao dollars nudersome agreement 
with the said republic (;f Mexico ;u to 
seigniorage method and amount of said 
coinage: and that he be furthi"- requested 
to report the re.sult of his ueguiiatious to 
the senate. 

The resolution of Senator Allen to 
limit general d'Omto on tlie tariff bill to 
Juno 4. and to take the final vote on tho 
0th of Juno, waa laid before the .sciiute. 
Mr. Alleu advocat'*d tho resohilioii, 
when Mr. Cockrell projio-cd an amend- 
ment which Wiis accepted by Mr. Alli n 
that general debate should ceaae .\pril 
80 and the vote should be taki'ti May I i. 
Senator Chandler snggesicd as an 
auiendment that general debate shouM 
ceaae on Nov. T-l, which gavo rise to 
some ironical coiuuienis fmni the Demo- 
cratic side. 

Senate) r.M irich then moved the refer- 
ence of the ie.-<oliitit)n to the committee 
on rules, which was agreed t<i. The liour 
of 2 o'clock having arrived, thu tar. .f bill 
was laid before the senate, and Mr. 
Lodge spoke in o[iposition to it. At the 
conclusiou of his speech a short extcu- 
tive session was hwd, aod th«tt the aen- 
ate adjoorued.

State Commissioner of Agriculture 
McDowell, in lua monthly report issued 

Monday, says : 

"The reports from the correspomlenta 
for the month of March are very largo, 
anil differ very much. .Ml that were 
written Itefore the freeze; rt'port the ag- 
ricultiiral iiiterestfl of the country in a 
very liounsliiti^; condition ; all farm work 
well advanced ; farmers ready to plant 
corn, wlieat, rye, oats and barley; all 
looking a." well as any one can recollect 
to have seen them ; grasses of all kinds 
were far advanced ; clover about ready 
for KrazinK. tardeiis everywhere being 
planted: in fact, every kind of vegetation 
indicated that winter was over. Those 
that were written after the iraaae are 
very different. 

"The condition of the wheat crop is 
somewhat uncertain; all correspomlents 
write that the early sown wheat, ' that 
which was jointins, has been killed, but 
that it will stool up and make some 
wheat, and that the late sown wheat is 
considerably damaged, and looks very 
badly frost burned. A few warm days 
will soon tell all. I will not undertake 
to make a per cent, of the present condi- 
tion of the crop, for to add up all of my 
reports, ' thoae written before the freeze 
and those written after.' will not give a 
correct statement. I will, therefore, wait 
another month, as there are a number of 
good farmers who say that they cannot 
tell the extent of the damage until after 
the warm rains. 

"The condition of the rye and barley 
crop is very similar to thatof wheat ; rye, 
being a much hardier crop, is not dam- 
aged as much ; but as thr-y were all 
growing so rapidly and so lull of sap, the 
freeze coming so suddenly, some think 
that they have all snflereil alike. 

"Nearly all of the correB|)ondent8 re- 
port young clover killed. This will ho a 
very heavy loss to the farmers, as the 
seed was very hijjh. A correspondent 
from Clark Countv writes : ' Young clover 
all killed, and old clover fields that were 
up are laid low, andsmelllilMClOTerbay 
spoilinj; in etimmer.' 

"A correspondent from Stanford, Lin- 
coln County, writes : 'Oat crop generally 
killed by the late freeze; many are re- 
sowing.' This is the report of nearly all 
of the correspondents m regard to the 
oat crop. I would advise not to be in too 
great a hurry to resow where the oats are 
not lifted out of the groun<l by the late 
freese, but to wait for warm sunshine. I 
have examined some that I thinic will 
come again; where they were well cov- 
ered they will likely atand the freMe bet- 
ter. There was over an average crop 
sown. 

"Nearly every correspondent writes: 
' Fruit of all kmds killed, except some 
late apples.' but I think the grapes are 
not all killed, nor all the strawberries 
and raspberries. The prevailing impres- 
sion among some fruit men is that tlie 
peach trees are all killed; some think 
that all except the one and two>year-old 
trees. 

"So many men thought that winter 
was over, and planted a number of vege- 
tables, such as peas, onions, beets, early 
corn, all of which tliey have lost, and 
will be c<jmi>elled to plant over ajraiii. 
Onions that were planted last fall were 
bit diiwn 1)V the freeze, and most of the 
potatoes whii hwere |ilanted have rotted 
m the ground. 

"-\ correspondent in (iermantown 
writes: 'Toijacco plants and fruit all kill- 
ed ; resowinv' our tobacco beds.' Thejre- 
ports vary as ttj tobacco beils, although 
there are a Kreat many similar to the one 
above. Where tlie beds were well pro- 
tected there were a t:reat many fiave<l. 

"The iiuiiibi'r of two-year-old cattle 
that have been carried over and will be 
put to grazing the coming season is fully 
up to, II not above, an average to former 
seasons. There is an inersase In per 
cent, over last year. 

The number of ewes are smaller than 
last year, but an increase of lambs on ac- 
count of the very mild winter. 

" Mog cholera is prevailing in some 
counties. Montgomery has lost a great 
many ; also Madison, Olark and others 
that I could mention. The number of 
sows for breeding purposes has IncrMsed 
since last year, which will begin to make 
up the shortage of the hog crop. All 
other kinds of stock are in good condi- 
tion and looking well ; no diaoaaa report- 
ed except in some few phices."

Modern TImM Is Proved. 

Dr. William Moor, a specialist Oft thar> 
apcutics, who is a member of the staff 
of the West Hide German clinic, in West 
Forty-aecond street, haa diaoovered that 
permanganate of potaaainm ia an anti' 
dota for aofphine poisoning, and that it 
will ooantamBt within a reiMonable lapae 
of time the effaota of anj of tba aalta of 

opium. 

Dr. Moor, in the presence of 13 mem- 
bers of the clinic who assembled on Jan. 
9, swallowed what it ordinarily a fatal 
dose of morphine. 

His fellow physiclana attempted to dla> 
suade him. Some of them left the room, 
declaring that they would not counte- 
nance such madness by their presence. 

But Dr. Moor persisted in committing 
"suicide" with the utmost cheerfnlness, 
He thereapon awallowed three graina of 
morphine in two teaapoonfidi of water 
and immediately afterward drank a so- 
lution of four grains jx^rmanganato of 
potassinm in four oxinces of water. 

Deadly lan.^nor and dt>ath must have 
followed ordinarily, for Dr. Moor swal- 
lowed three graina of the drug, a pod- 
tively fatal doae in hia case, as he ia an- 
persensitive to the effect of narcotics. 
But the permanganate of potassinm did 
its work well. In the bn.siness of tlie 
meeting which followed the experiment 
no head was cleanr than Dr. Moor's, and 
when it oame to eating, drinking and 
making merry somo hours afterwwd he 
was quite as active a parfiolpaaty fban 
was in the party.— New York
